Constitution, as amended by Proposition 59, and section 13300 of the California Penal Code, I am asking for records 
about sexual misconduct, sexual harassment, bullying and/or harassment ciaims lodged against employees of Mayor Eric 
Garcetti’s office, as well as records of investigations and discipiine decisions stemming from such claims since July 1, 
2013. 


Specifically, I am requesting all records that provide specific detaiis of the alleged misconduct/harassment; the identity of 
the accused employee(s), witness(es); whether an investigation was conducted; the outcome of any investigation into a 
claim, including the correspondence with the claimant and the accused employee, as well as any attachments to the 
correspondence; and any action taken as a result of an investigation’s findings, including (but not limited to) counseling, 
reprimand, suspension, demotion, retirement or reassignment for the accused employee. 


Under a well-established body of law, the public has a right to access disciplinary records of government employees 
where the charges are well founded or true, or discipline is imposed. In such cases, “the strong public policy against 
disclosure vanishes,” and a “member of the public is entitled to information about the complaint, the discipline, and the 
information upon which it was based.” And even when an agency has not imposed discipline, “where complaints of a 
public employee’s wrongdoing and resulting disciplinary investigation reveal allegations of a substantia! nature, as distinct 
from baseless or trivial, and there is a reasonable cause to believe the complaint is well founded, public employee privacy 
must give way to the public's right to know.” (American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees v. Regents 
of the University of California, 80 Cal. App. 3d at 914,918; San Gabriel Tribune v. Superior Court, 143 Cal. App. 3d 
762,777(1983); Bakersfield City Sch. Dist. v. Superior Court, 118 Cal. App. 4*^ 1041, 1047 (2004)). 


In Marken v. Santa Monica-Malibu Unified School Dist., 202 Cal. App. 4*^ 1250 (2012), the Second District Court of 
Appeals rejected an attempt by a teacher disciplined for sexual harassment to overturn the California doctrine requiring 
disclosure of disciplinary cases where discipline is imposed, or charges are well founded or true. The court stated that 








“although disclosure is mandated if there has been a true finding by the agency, even without such a finding, if the 
information in the agency’s files is reliable, and, based on that information, the court can determine the complaint is well 
founded and substantial, it must be disclosed.” The school’s disciplining of the teacher for violating sexual harassment 
policy was sufficient, even if the teacher characterized the discipline as a minor reprimand. “Marken occupies a position of 
trust and responsibility as a classroom teacher, and the public has a legitimate interest in knowing whether and how the 
District enforces its sexual harassment policy,” the court stated. Given the position of trust occupied by county 
prosecutors and other employees in the district attorney’s office, it is clear that the public has a similarly legitimate interest 
in knowing whether the office enforces its sexual harassment policy.

Pursuant to the California Pubiic Records Act, Section 6250 et seq. of the Government Code and the California state 
Constitution, as amended by Proposition 59, and section 13300 of the California Penal Code, I am requesting all 
documents that provide reference to alleged misconduct/harassment by Chris Laib; whether an investigation was 
conducted; the outcome of any investigation into a claim, including the correspondence with the claimant and the 
accused, as well as any attachments to the correspondence; and any action taken as a result of an investigation's 
findings, including (but not limited to) counseling, reprimand, suspension, demotion, retirement or reassignment for the 
accused. 

Under a well-established body of law, the public has a right to access disciplinary records of government employees 
where the charges are well founded or true, or discipline is imposed. In such cases, "the strong public policy against 
disclosure vanishes," and a "member of the public is entitled to information about the complaint, the discipline, and the 
information upon which it was based." And even when an agency has not imposed discipline, "where complaints of a 
public employee's wrongdoing and resulting disciplinary investigation reveal allegations of a substantial nature, as 
distinct from baseless or trivial, and there is a reasonable cause to believe the complaint is well founded, public 
employee privacy must give way to the public's right to know." (American Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees v. Regents of the University of California, 80 Cal. App. 3d at 914,918; San Gabriel Tribune v. Superior Court, 
143 Cal. App. 3d 762,777(1983); Bakersfield City Sch. Dist. v. Superior Court, 118 Cal. App. 4^*^ 1041,1047 (2004)). 

In Marken v. Santa Monica-Malibu Unified School Dist., 202 Cal. App. 4^^ 1250 (2012), the Second District Court of 
Appeals rejected an attempt by a teacher disciplined for sexual harassment to overturn the California doctrine requiring 
disclosure of disciplinary cases where discipline is imposed, or charges are well founded or true. The court stated that 
"although disclosure is mandated if there has been a true finding by the agency, even without such a finding, if the 





Information in the agency's files is reliable, and, based on that information, the court can determine the complaint is 
well founded and substantial, it must be disclosed/' The school's disciplining of the teacher for violating sexual 
harassment policy was sufficient, even if the teacher characterized the discipline as a minor reprimand, "Marken 
occupies a position of trust and responsibility as a classroom teacher, and the public has a legitimate interest In knowing 
whether and how the District enforces its sexual harassment policy," the court stated. Given the position of trust 
occupied by county prosecutors and other employees in the district attorney's office, it is clear that the public has a 
similarly legitimate interest in knowing whether the office enforces its sexual harassment policy. 

This request reasonably describes identifiable information that the California Public Records Act requires be made 
public. I believe that there exists no express provision of law exempting such information from disclosure. 

The Public Records Act requires government agencies to assist members of the public to Identify records and 
information responsive to the request and to provide suggestions for overcoming any practical basis for denying access 
to the records or information sought. 

To the extent that a portion of the Information I have requested is exempt by express provisions of law, the public 
records act additionally requires segregation and deletion of that material in order that the remainder of the 
Information may be provided In satisfaction of my request. 

If you determine that an express provision of law exists to exempt from disclosure all or a portion of the material I have 
requested, the public records act requires a determination and notification to me of the reasons no later than 10 days 
from your receipt of this request. The act prohibits the use of the 10-day period, or any provision of the act, "to delay 
access for purposes of inspecting public records."

Government Code Section 6250 et seq. (“CPRA” or the “Act”). For the purposes 
of this request, the “Office of the Mayor” is defined to include the Mayor as well 
as the Mayor’s Chief of Staff, Deputy Chief of Staff and Director of 
Communications. The “Mayor’s Fund” is defined as the Mayor’s Fund for Los 
Angeles, a 501(c)(3) corporation located at 200 N. Spring Street, Los Angeles, 
California. 

The specific records FAC now seeks to inspect and copy are listed below. As 
used this request, “Records” includes all responsive “Public Records” and 
“Writings” as defined at Government Code Sections 6252(e) and (g). The 
Records requested here include any and all such Public Records and Writings 
that are within the possession or control of the Office of the Mayor that fall within 
the following categories: 


1. Records regarding the lease or any other agreennent(s) by which the Mayor’s 
Fund maintains offices in Los Angeles City Hall or in any other City facilities. 

2. Records regarding any payments from the Mayor’s Fund’ to the City of Los 
Angeles for the use of City office space, parking space(s) or other services, real 
estate, or equipment provided to the Mayor’s Fund by the City. This request 
includes, but is not limited to, any invoices issued by the City to the Mayor’s Fund 
for its use of any City facilities, services or equipment. 
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3. The employment contracts or other similar documents for employees of the 
Mayor’s Fund. 

4. Records of any communications occurring from January 1, 2017 through and 
including July 31,2018 between the Office of the Mayor and members of the 
Board of Directors of the Mayor’s Fund. 

5. The minutes, or other similar records, for meetings of the Board of Directors of 
the Mayor’s Fund during 2016, 2017 and 2018 (to date).

Public records are defined broadly under the CPRA. Section 6252(e) makes 
dear that the Act applies to “any writing containing information relating to the 
conduct of the public’s business prepared, ovmed, used or retained by any state 
or local agency regardless of physical form or characteristics.” Courts have long 
recognized that the Act “is intended to cover every conceivable kind of record 
that is involved in the governmental process and will pertain to any new form of 
record-keeping instrument as it is developed.” San Gabriel Tribune v. Superior 
Court . 143 Cal. App. 3d 762, 774 (1983). 

This request includes Records of communications including email and text 
messages sent or recieved on otherwise private electornic devices and personal 
accounts. The California State Supreme court has ruled that these 
communications are subject to discloure under the Act.

Government Code 
Section requires you to assist FAC in claifying any such requests or provide an 
index of responsive Records.

I draw the City’s attention to Government Code Section 6253.1, which requires a 
public agency to assist the public in making a focused and effective request by: 

(1) identifying records and information responsive to the request, (2) describing the 
information technology and physical location of the records, and (3) providing 
suggestions for overcoming any practical basis for denying access to the records or 
information sought. 

If the City determines that any information is exempt from disclosure, I ask that 
the City reconsider that determination in view of Proposition 59 which amended the State 
Constitution to require that all exemptions be “narrowly construed.” Proposition 59 may 
modify or overturn authorities on which the City has relied in the past. 

If the City determines that any requested records are subject to a still-valid 
exemption, I request that the City exercise its discretion to disclose some or all of the 
records notwithstanding the exemption and with respect to records containing both 
exempt and non-exempt content, the City redact the exempt content and disclose the rest. 
Should the City deny any part of this request, the City is required to provide a written 
response describing the legal authority on v/hich the City relies. 

Government Code Section 6253(c) states in pertinent part that the agency “shall 
promptly notify the person making the request of the determination and the reasons 
therefore .” (Emphasis added.) Section 6253(d) further states that nothing in this chapter 
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“shall be construed to permit an agency to delay or obstruct the inspection or copying of 
public records. The notification of denial of any request for records required by 
Section 6255 shall set forth the names and titles or positions of each person responsible 
for the denial.” 

Additionally, Government Code Section 6255(a) states that the “agency shall 
justify withholding any record bv demonstrating that the record in question is exempt 
under expressed provisions of this chapter or that on the facts of the particular case the 
public interest served by not disclosing the record clearly outweighs the public interest 
served by disclosure of the record.” (Emphasis added.) This provision makes clear that 
the agency is required to justify withholding any record with particularity as to “the 
record in question. ” (Emphasis added.) 

Please clearly state in writing pursuant to Section 6255(b): (1) if the City is 
withholding any documents; (2) if the City is redacting any documents; (3) what 
documents the City is so withholding and/or redacting; and (4) the alleged legal bases for 
withholding and/or redacting as to the particular documents. It should also be noted that 
to the extent documents are being withheld, should those documents also contain material 
that is not subject to any applicable exemption to disclosure, then the disclosable portions 
of the documents must be segregated and produced. 

Under the Section 272 of the City’s Charter, the City Attorney acts as the legal 
advisor to the City’s officers, including the Councilmembers. Appointees, employees, or 
consultants to the Councilmember’s office are not and cannot be legal advisors to the 
Council office as that role is reserved to the City Attorney. Accordingly, any appointee, 
employee, or consultant in the Council office who happens to be a licensed attorney 
cannot be considered a legal advisor to the Mayor’s office, and communications in which 
such a person is copied or even consulted does not, under the City’s Charter, constitute a 
communication protected by the attorney-client privilege. 

We request that you preserve intact all documents and computer communications 
and attachments thereto, including but not limited to all emails and computer files, 
wherever originated, received or copied, regarding the subjeet matter of the above- 
referenced cases, including archives thereof preserved on tape, hard drive, disc, or any 
other archival medium, and including also any printouts, blowbacks, or other 
reproduction of any such computer communieations. This is a litigation hold and you 
are on notice that all records requested are subject to this hold. A litigation hold 
requires legal counsel to take affirmative acts to assure the preservation of documents, 
including email, against destruction or spoliation. 

If the eopy costs for these requests do not exeeed $300, please make the copies 
and bill this office.

Dear Mayor Garcetti and Mr. Shull: 

This is a revised request on behalf of my client. Vets Advocacy, Inc., under the California 
Public Records Act (CPRA), Government Code Sections 6250 et seq., for you to make certain 
public records available for inspection and copying and to produce copies of the same. 

This is also a request made pursuant to Section 2, Paragraph F(3), of the Revocable 
License By and Between the United States Department of Veterans Affairs and the City of Los 
Angeles Regarding Veterans' Barrington Park (formerly known as Barrington Park), effective 
September 1, 2016, in which the City agreed to maintain “books and records documenting the 
status of the City's delivery of the rent and consideration agreed to under this license,” and to 
“make such records available upon request within ten (10) days to any resident of the City, any 
Veteran, or any Veterans Service Organization.” 

These requests pertain to the City’s occupation and use of land owned by the United 
States and controlled by the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs, land now known as Veterans’ 
Barrington Park (formerly Barrington Park, or Barrington Dog Park. Specifically, the records 
requested bear on the question of what benefit has been or is being provided to military veterans 
or their families through the City’s use and control of Veterans’ Barrington Park under a land use 
agreement with the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs. Additionally, the records requested are 
relevant to whether the City has complied with its obligations under any land use agreement with 
the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs. 


Definitions Used in this Request 


In order to provide as specific a description as possible of the requested public records, 
the following definitions are provided with regard to the requests that follow: 

RECORD or RECORDS means and includes both paper documents and electronic 
representations of information, including handwriting, typewriting, printing, photographing, 
photocopying, transmitting by electronic mail, facsimile, text message, messaging through any 
electronic device connected to the internet, and every other means of recording upon any tangible 
thing, any form of communication or representation, including letters, words, pictures, sounds, or 
symbols, or combinations thereof, and any record thereby created, regardless of the manner in 
which the record has been stored. The term includes such representations of information 
wherever they are located or whoever has actual physical custody of them, such as and including 
backup systems and archived emails. 

CITY or THE CITY means the City of Los Angeles, and all of its departments, officials 
and employees, including those of the Department of Recreation and Parks. 

COMMUNICATION means any RECORD that refers to or constituted the transmission 
of information of any kind between one person or entity and another person or entity, 
including but not limited to emails, text messages, telephone conversations, notes of 
conversations (whether in person or by other means), notes of meetings (however 
recorded), recordings of verbal communications or meetings, documents distributed or 
conveyed at in person or virtual meetings (by means of teleconference or 
videoconference), including presentations projected or shown on computer screens. 

VETERANS’ BARRINGTON PARK or THE PARK means and refers to that 12-acre parcel of 
land currently used by the Department of Recreation and Parks under that signage and name, at or 
near 333 South Barrington Avenue in Los Angeles. 

LAND USE AGREEMENT means any lease, license, or other RECORD purporting to grant to 
the City of Los Angeles the right to occupy and use of the PARK, including but not limited to a 
Revocable License dated September 1, 2016, and any RECORD purporting to change or modify 
any such LAND USE AGREEMENT. 

IN-KIND CONSIDERATION means the purported in-kind consideration to be provided 
by the CITY, in lieu of a monetary consideration or otherwise, in connection with any 
LAND USE AGREEMENT. 

WLA LEASING ACT means the West Los Angeles Leasing Act of 2016, 130 Stat. 926, 
Public Law 114-226, September 29, 2016. 

VETERANS AND THEIR FAMILIES means military veterans of the United States and 
their families and has the same meaning as it is used in the West Los Angeles Leasing 
Act of 2016. 

VA or VETERANS ADMINISTRATION means the United States Department of 
Veterans Affairs, including but not limited to those of its employees, agents, officers, or

contractors assigned to or working for the Veterans Health Administration, the VA 
Greater Los Angeles Health Care System and/or VISN 22. 


PRINCIPALLY BENEFIT VETERANS AND THEIR FAMILIES is defined as it is 
defined at Section 2(1) of the WLA LEASING ACT. 

AUDIT means any fact-based assessment of the performance by the CITY of its 
obligations under any LAND USE AGREEMENT, including but not limited to the Final 
Report, Performance Audit of the City of Los Angeles' Compliance with Revocable 
License Agreement for Veterans' Barrington Park, dated December 2017, submitted by 
BCA Watson Rice LLP. AUDITOR many the person or entity performing such AUDIT. 

Separate Requests Requiring Separate Responses 

Subject to the foregoing definitions, the RECORDS we wish to inspect and of which we 
may require copies, are specified below. Please treat each of these numbered paragraphs below 
as a separate request under the California Public Records Act and respond to each separately as to 
(1) the existence of such documents; (2) whether you intend to make such documents available; 
(3) if you claim any exemption or privilege with respect to such documents, the documents as to 
which the privilege or exemption is claimed; and (4) when documents are produced or made 
available, the paragraph to which such documents are intended to respond. This procedure is 
intended to obviate the waste of sending separate requests as to each of these categories of 
documents. Unless I hear promptly from you to the contrary, I will assume this will not be 
necessary. 


Specification of Documents Requested 

Unless another date is specified, the requests below extend to RECORDS prepared or 
COMMUNICATIONS transmitted, on or after January I, 2016. You may exclude 
RECORDS referring only to (a) the reduction of the dog park area, (b) the construction of 
a memorial, or (c) construction or renovation of areas of the PARK other than the dog 
park. Subject to the foregoing, I request that you provide the following RECORDS: 

1. RECORDS constituting or referring to a LAND USE AGREEMENT for THE PARK, 
including but not limited to RECORDS constituting or referring to any 
COMMUNICATION between VA and THE CITY referring to any potential 
termination, modification, extension, or renegotiation of any LAND USE 
AGREEMENT as to THE PARK. 

2. RECORDS referring to the payment of any monetary consideration by the CITY to VA for 
use of the land occupied by THE PARK, pursuant to any such LAND USE AGREEMENT; 

3. RECORDS referring to any activity, service, or other nonmonetary or IN-KIND 
CONSIDERATION for the use of the land occupied by THE PARK, including but not 
limited to services, activities or access claimed to benefit VETERANS AND THEIR 
FAMILIES, including any form of priority of use or access to the PARK. 

4. With regard to any provision of the LAND USE AGREEMENT wherein the CITY agreed to 
provide any form of priority of access or use of THE PARK for VETERANS or VETERANS 
AND THEIR FAMILIES, all RECORDS constituting or referring to:

If you are unable to fully comply with all the foregoing requests within 10 days, 
or any extension permitted by law, I request that you comply with those requests with which you 
can comply within 10 days. 

If you believe a portion of the information we have requested is exempt from disclosure 
by express provisions of the law. Government Code Section 6253(a) additionally requires 
segregation and deletion of that material in order that the remainder of the information may be 
released. 

Where the information is available in electronic format, I request pursuant to Government 
Code Section. 6253.9 that such information be provided, if available, in one of the following 
formats: Excel (*.xls, *.xlsx, or *.csv,) Word (*.DOC or *.DOCX), or Adobe (*.PDF). If the 
information is available in more than one of the foregoing formats, I request that it be provided in 
the format first listed in the prior sentence. I am prepared to pay the actual cost of making the 
copies requested, if you notify me of the amount in advance.
